Fortieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Committee  to  be  Presented 
to  the  Town  Council  on  the  7th  day  of  June,  1912.

^^"*HE  Committee  beg  to  report  that  the  extension  of  the  Building 

has  been  satisfactorily  completed,  and  that  the  new  Lending 
Library  and  Reference  Department  are  in  working  order 
under  infinitely  better  surroundings  than  previously  existed. 

The  Open  Access  System  of  choosing  books  now  rendered  feasible 

seems  to  meet  with  general  approval. 

The  Committee  is  much  indebted  to  the  generosity  of  local 
gentlemen  who  very  kindly  lent  Pictures,  and  so  enabled  the  Opening 
•of  the  new  Art  Gallery  to  be  inaugurated  with  a  loan  collection  ol 
great  artistic  merit ;  the  whole  of  the  pictures  exhibited  were  so  lent 
by  gentlemen  in  the  City  and  County  of  Hereford,  except  four,  which 
were  kindly  lent  by  the  Committee  of  the  Bristol  Public  Art  Gallery. 

The  Committee  have  great  pleasure  in  recording  the  gift  of  two 
pictures,  one  a  most  interesting  water  colour  view  of  Wj^e  Bridge  and 
the  Cathedral,  painted  by  Edward  Dayes  more  than  one  hundred 
years  ago,  presented  by  Mrs.  Cam,  of  Leamington,  widow  of  the  late 
Mr.  Thomas  Cam,  Surgeon,  of  Hereford;  and  the  other  a  very 
beautiful  oil  painting  called  "  The  Mothers'  Meeting,"  presented  by 
Mrs.  Burgess,  of  44,  St.  John's  Wood  Park,  London,  and  painted  by 
her  late  husband,  Mr.  John  B.  Burgess,  R.A. 

T'ne  Committee  hope  that  these  may  be  the  precursors  of  other 
gifts  to  the  City  of  Works  of  Art,  there  being  now  a  place  where  they 
can  be  worthily  exhibited. 


The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  drawing  special  attention  to  tin 
valuable  collection  of  pictures  by  old  Masters,  lent  by  Mr.  Councillor 
W.  J.  DavieS,  and  the  pictures  and  very  beautiful  carvings  in  ivory 
lent  by  Mr.  A.  C.  Edwards. 

The  new  Rooms  were  opened  by  Mrs.  Charles  T.  Pulley,  on  the 
12th  April,  when  the  Address  voted  by  the  Corporation  was 
presented  by  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Alderman  Wallis)  to  Mr.  Pulley,  to 
whom  the  City  is  chiefly  indebted  for  the  very  great  improvement 
to  the  Library.  The  Mayor  entertained  a  large  number  of  guests  on 
the  occasion  with  tea  and  refreshments  in  the  Lending  Library. 

A  Brass  Tablet  to  commemorate  the  gift  of  the  new  Room-,  by 
Sir  Joseph  Pulley  and  Mr.  Charles  T.  Pulley,  will  be  fixed  at  the 
entrance  of  the  Lending  Library. 

The  Committee  have  engaged  F.  J.  Newton'  as  Hall  Porter,  and 
to  undertake  the  cleaning  and  other  matters  connected  with  the 
Library,  at  a  weekly  salary  of  thirty  shillings.  Miss  E.  Ashton  has  also 
been  engaged  in  the  Art  Gallery  during  the  Exhibition  of  Pictures. 

The  Accounts  sent  herewith  have  been  audited  by  Messrs. 
Hubert  Leicester  and  Co.,  and  the  Council  will  observe  that  the 
expenditure  during  the  year  has  been  met  by  the  income,  and  the 
balances  in  hand  on  the  Library  and  Museum  Accounts  show  a  slight 
increase.  There  were  still  some  liabilities  on  the  Extension  Account 
at  March  31st,  1912,  which  have  been  since  paid. 

The  Stock  of  Books  in  the  Library  numbers  10,901,  of  which 
12,800  are  in  the  Lending  and  4,041  in  the  Reference  Library. 

The  issues  from  both  Departments  for  the  year  were  54,218 
(Lending  52,771,  Reference  1,442),  representing  a  daily  average  of 
199  vols.  430  books  were  bought  for  the  Library,  and  191  books  were 
re-bound.    571  tickets  were  issued  during  the  year  from  the  Library.
